It is time either to prove or to lay to rest the charge that 
the natural gas industry is using the present crisis to loot 
the pocketbooks of American consumers by forcing the 
deregulation of interstate gas prices. 
The hardships people are enduring because of closed 
schools and factories and businesses and lowered 
thermostats are bad enough without the nagging 
* suspicion that they are attributable to machinations in 
; die executive suites of the gas companies. People like 
Ohio’s Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, who make this kind of 
charge without offering convincing evidence to back it 
up, are doing no one a service. 
Neither is the federal government doing anyone a 
service by leading us to believe that, once the crisis is 
over, we will again have plenty of gas at the same 
regulated price. None of the emergency steps currently 
being taken to bring gas into gas- short states does 
anything to address the problem of where we are going to 
get the gas we will need in the future. 
One thing we can aB agree on is that even if this win­ 
ter’s severe cold and unprecedented gas demand has 
been foreseen, the capability of the utilities to keep the 
fuel flowing normally would stll have been strained to the 
utmost. 
Thus the immediate question that must be resolved 
when this winter is over is how to prevent a repeat of a 
situation that is approaching tragic proportions. And in 
this respect, a grave indictment can be brought against 
the regulators. One piece of evidence: 
The largest supplier of natural gas in Ohio, one of the 
states hardest hit this winter, is Columbia Gas Tran­ 
smission Corp. In May 1973, Columbia sought permission 
from the Federal Power Commission (FPC) to convert 
former gas- producing fields into a storage pool to hold 
1 9 to 115 billion cubic feet of gas reserves. 
Not until March 1976, after nearly three years of 
studies, hearings and conferences, did an FPC ad­ 
ministrative judge grant the company authority to build 
the storage pool. By then the cost of the project had 
doubled from $33 million to $66 million because of in­ 
flation and imposed environmental requirements, and 
was in any case too late to have prevented this winter’s 
.shortage. 
Interestingly, one reason for the delay was an FPC 
staff determination that the plan was “too ambitious and 
too costly.” 
In other words, the government not only tells the 
utilities how much they may charge for their products, it 
teBs them how to run their businesses in the smallest 
detail—with less than spectacular foresight. 
We may or may not believe the industry’s claim that 
artificially low prices are disocuraging exploration for 
. new gas deposits. But consider this: 
The U.S. Bureau of Mines estimates that there are 300 
trillion cubic feet of methane gas, the major constituent 
of natural gas, in U.S. coal seams. This is equal to the 
total of proven and currently recoverable U.S. natural 
gas reserves. 
Not only could these vast deposits become a major new 
energy source, but degasification of mines prior to 
mining would do much to prevent methane gas ex­ 
plosions that take the lives of scores of miners every 
year. 
According to mining engineers with the University of 
Pennsynvalian, 
however, 
coal seam 
gas is not 
economically recoverable at current interestate gas 
prices, which is why little more than experimental wells 
have been drilled so far. 
The price of gas and other fuels is high already and 
nobody, except possibly stockholders in energy com­ 
panies, welcomes the idea of even higher prices. 
- But it is becoming increasingly clear that unless we 
free our so-called free enterprise system of self-defeating 
‘Overregulation, the alternative is worse — a condition of 
permanent energy shortage and recurrent energy crises.

Foreign Secret Police Work

WASHINGTON - Some of 
the world’s most sinister secret 
police are operating in the 
United States with the blessing 
of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. ltere is evidence that 
these foreign agents have ar­ 
ranged murders, committed 
burglaries, attempted kidnap­ 
pings and terrorized political 
opponents in violation of US.

The memo was delivered to 
us by sources who have been 
reliable in the past For three 
weeks, we painstakingly 
checked it with a number of 
sources including U& officials. 
They all agreed it not only ap­ 
peared genuine but was consis­ 
tent with their own intelligence 
information. 
A DINA defector now in 
asylum in the Italian embassy 
in Santiago, according to com­ 
petent sources has confirmed 
the authenticity of the memo. 
We have also had access to 
other DINA documents, which 


the Chilean government has 
acknowledged are authentic.

SOLVING THE EMPTY 
HOSPITAL BED PROBLEM 
WASHINGTON- 
The 
real 
problem of hospital prices, the 
experts tell us, is not the 
patients but the empty beds. A 
hospital can keep down costs if it 
is absolutely full. But it starts to 
lose money if it doesn’t have 
enough sick people to care for. 
A recent news item said that 
Sunrise Hospital and Medical 
Center in Las Vegas is trying to 
solve the problem through a 
lottery. Sunrise seemed to be 
doing a good business during the 
week, but it was suffering from 
a lack of patients on weekends. 
So the Las Vegas hospital came 
up with a unique plan. 
If you check in on Friday or 
Saturday your name goes in a 
hat for a lottery. Every Monday 
morning, 
a 
certified public 
accountant draws a name from 
the hat and the winner is given 
the choice of five different 
Mediterranean cruises worth 
$4,000. The winner has a year to 
claim the prize, and if for some 
reason he or she never leaves 
the hospital the prize goes to the 
patient’s estate. I did not make 
this up. 
The director of the hospital 
said the lottery has been an 
overwhelming success and 
weekend admissions are up by 
40 percent. 
While this is an innovative 
idea there are others that we can 
think of which would cut hospital 
costs and fill the empty rooms 
that are costing all of us so much 
money. 
One idea would be for a 
hospital to hookupa hotline with 
all the doctors that are ac­ 
credited to the hospital. Each 
doctor would have a quota to fill 
as to how many patients he must 
supply to the hospital. As soon as 
a bed became empty the doctor 
would be notified that a hospital 
patients as needed, and he would 
be obligated to find someone for 
the bed whether he needed it or 
not 
Suppose, for example, a 
patients came in with an 
ingrown toeniail. As the doctor 
was treating it the hotline would 
ring and the administrator on 
the other end would say, “We

“I’d like to put you in Our 
Lady of Deficits Hospital for 
observation.

The doctor calls back the 
administrator. “How long do 
you need him?"

They could also offer “second 
honeymoon weekends” 
for 
couples couples wanting to get 
away for a few days with free X- 
rays and Epsom salt baths 
thrown in. 
The main reason there are so 
many empty hospital beds has 
not been mentioned by anybody, 
and that is the poor quality of the 
food. After a meal or two in an 
average hoospital most patient» 
want to get dressed and leave. 
There is a solution for this. 
Most independent surveys show 
there is 50 percent 
more 
surgery done in this country 
than is necessary- mainly 
because we have 50 percent 
more surgeons. 
To cut down on surgery and 
also improve the quality of 
hospital food, HEW should 
provide retraining programs for 
surgeons and teach them how to 
cook. 
Hopefully, 
these surgeon- 
chefs, once they learned their 
trade, could make hospital 
cuisine the best in the land, and 
patients would extend their 
stays in their rooms as long as 
their Blue Cross would let them.

It is tim e either to prove or to lay to rest the charge that 
the natural gas industry is using the present crisis to loot 
the pocketbooks of Am erican consum ers by forcing the 
deregulation of interstate gas prices. 
ITie hardships people are enduring because of closed 
schools and factories and businesses and lowered 
therm ostats are bad enough without the nagging 
suspicion that they are attributable to m achinations in 
the executive suites of the gas com panies. People like 
Ohio’s Sen. Howard M etzenbaum , who m ake this kind of 
charge without offering convincing evidence to back it 
up, are doing no one a service. 
N either is the federal governm ent doing anyone a 
service by leading us to believe that, once the crisis is 
over, we will again have plenty of gas at the sam e 
regulated price. None of the em ergency steps currently 
being taken to bring gas into gas- short states does 
anything to address the problem of w here we are going to 
get the gas we will need in the future. 
One thing we can att agree on is that even if this win­ 
te r’s severe cold and unprecedented gas dem and has 
been foreseen, the capability of the utilities to keep the 
fuel flowing norm ally would stll have been strained to the 
utm ost. 
Thus the im m ediate question that m ust be resolved 
when this w inter is over is how to prevent a repeat of a 
situation that is approaching tragic proportions. And in 
this respect, a grave indictm ent can be brought against 
the regulators. One piece of evidence: 
The largest supplier of natural gas in Ohio, one of the 
states hardest hit this w inter, is Columbia Gas T ra n ­ 
sm ission Corp. In May 1973, Columbia sought perm ission 
from the Federal Power Com mission (FPC ) to convert 
form er gas- producing fields into a storage pool to hold 
up to 115 billion cubic feet of gas reserves. 
Not until M arch 1976, after nearly three years of 
studies, hearings and conferences, did an FPC a d ­ 
m inistrative judge grant the com pany authority to build 
the storage pool. By then the cost of the project had 
doubled from $33 million to $66 million because of in­ 
flation and im posed environm ental requirem ents, and 
w as in any case too late to have prevented this w inter’s 
shortage. 
Interestingly, one reason for the delay was an FPC 
staff determ ination that the plan w as “ too am bitious and 
too costly.” 
In other words, the governm ent not only tells the 
utilities how m uch they m ay charge for their products, it 
tells them how to run their businesses in the sm allest 
detail — with less than spectacular foresight.

lottery. Sunrise seemed to be 
doing a good business during the 
week, but it was sufferui* from 
a lack of patients on weekends 
So the Las Vegas hospital came 
up with a unique plan 
If you check in on Friday or 
Saturday your name goes in a 
hat for a lottery Every Monday 
morning, 
a 
certified 
public 
accountant draws a name from 
the hat and the winner is given 
the choice of five different 
Mediterranean cruises worth 
$4,000 The winner has a year to 
claim the prize, and if for some 
reason he or she never leaves 
the hospital the prize goes to the 
patient’s estate I did not make 
this up. 
The director of the hospital 
said the lottery has been an 
overw helm ing success 
and 
weekend admissions are up by 
40 percent. 
While this is an innovative 
idea there are others that we can 
think of which would cut hospital 
costs and fill the empty rooms 
that are costing all of us so much 
money. 
One idea would be for a 
hospital to hook up a hotline with

Welfare head defends program 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP)—State welfare officials say the 
error rate in the Medicaid program is less than half the rate the 
federal government claimed in a survey released last week. 
They also contend the state Medicaid program does not cover 
the type of payments surveyed by the U. S. Deartment of Health, 
Education and Welfare when it said Missouri made nearly $4.9 
million in such payments to ineligible recipients. 
James Walsh, director of the state Department of Social 
Services, said review by HEW of state operations between April 
and October last year showed an error rate of only 3.4 per cent. 
The HEW survey released last week covered a sixmonth period 
just before that and said the error rate was 7.9 per cent. 
“We’re still making errors, but it’s not like they portray it, 
Walsh said. The federal government pays SB per cent of the 
Medicaid costs and the state pays 45 per cent.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — The Missouri Senate’s ap­ 
proval Monday of a 910 increase in the daily expense allowance 
for lawmakers will come back to haunt the upper chamber, one 
senator predicts. 
“I think there’s going to be a scar on the recollection of every 
member of this body,” said Sen. Truman Wilson. The St. Joseph 
Democrat was among nine senators voting against an increase in 
the allowance on the grounds that adopting it would appear to the 
public as a “greedy approach,” particularly if the General 
Assembly adopts the proposed pay hikes for legislators.

New pregnancy test praised 


BUFFALO, N.Y. (AP) —Doctors here say they have evaluated 
a new pregnancy test and found it to be nearly perfect. 
The tost was 99.5 per cent accurate in 944 cases evaluated ovsr 
an 11-month period at Deaconess Hospital here. 
Dr. Jack Lippes, chairman of obstetrics at the hospital, said 
the new blood test can confirm pregnancy in a woman as early as 
one day after menstruation was to have begun. The test also can 
indicate at that early date if the pregnancy is abnormal, be said. 
The most accurate test now used is 99 per cent accurate, said 
Lippes, who is best-known for his invention of ths Lippes Loop 
birth control device. 
Like other pregnancy tests, the new one is based on the 
presence of a hormone called human Chorionic Gonadotrophin. 
The hormone is produced by the placenta beginning early in 
pregnancy. 
The test uses chemically modified antibodies to produce a 
quantitative analysis of hCG in the patient’s blood, Lippes said. It 
is based on the work of Dr. Om P. Bahl, chairman of department 
of cell molecular biology at the State University at Buffalo. Bahl 
first isolated and purified the hCG molecule in 1972. 
Bahl said the test should be widely available in the United 
States in less than a year. He and his colleagues are negotiating 
with pharmaceutical companies to put the test into commercial 
production

But consumers will find the 
field full of complications and 
potentially expensive risks. 
There are three basic uses 
for a residential solar energy 
system: Providing hot water, 
heating a swimming pool and 
heating the home. (Solar ener­ 
gy also can be used for air con­ 
ditioning, but government ex­ 
perts say that such systems 
generally are very expensive 
compared to conventional oper­ 
ations.) 
All solar systems include a 
collector to capture the sun’s 
energy, a storage device, a dis­ 
tribution system and controls. 
Heat from the storage system 
is distributed in two basic 
ways: Through hot water which 
circulates 
in 
radiators 
or 
baseboard units and through a 
forced air duct system. 
The logical starting place for 
owners of existing houses, how­ 
ever, is with a solar hot water 
heater. It is cheaper than a 
complete solar heating system 
and usually can be installed 
without major remodeling. 
Total costs vary from unit to 
unit, with many systems rang­ 
ing from $1,500 to $2,000. Ac­ 
cording to the Federal Energy 
Administration, a solar system 
can cut water heating costs by 
50 to 80 per cent, depending on 
the unit and location. 
The solar hot water heater 
must be used in conjunction 
with a conventional system to 
serve as a back-up when the 
sun does not shine. The regular 
heater also is used to boost wa­ 
ter temperatures higher than 
the 90 or 100 degrees provided 
by the solar system.

Lippes. who is best-known for his invention of the Lippes Loop 
birth control device

But consumers will find the 
field fuU of complications and 
potentially expensive risks. 
There are three basic uses 
for a residential solar energy 
system: Providing hot water, 
heating a swimming pool and 
heating the home. (Solar ener­ 
gy also can be used for air con­ 
ditioning, but government ex­ 
perts say that such systems 
generally are very expensive 
compared to conventional oper­ 
ations.) 
All solar systems include a 
collector to capture the sun’s 
energy, a storage device, a dis­ 
tribution .system and controls. 
Heat from the storage system 
is 
distributed 
in 
two basic 
ways: Through hot water which 
circulates 
in 
radiators 
or 
baseboard units and through a 
forced air duct system. 
The logical starting place for 
owners of existing houses, how­ 
ever, is with a solar hot water 
heater 
It is cheaper than a 
complete solar heating system 
and usually can be installed 
without major remodeling 
Total costs vary from unit to 
unit, with many systems rang­ 
ing from $1,500 to $2,000 Ac­ 
cording to the Federal Energy 
Administration, a solar system 
can cut water heating costs by 
50 to 80 per cent, depending on 
the unit and location 
The solar hot water heater 
must be used in conjunction 
with a conventional system to 
serve as a back-up when the

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Tin and tourists pose 
threat to beauty spot 


By DENIS D. GRAY 
PHUKET ISLAND, Thailand 
(AP) — Here is perhaps Thai­ 
land’s ultimate beauty spot: 
miles of barely touched tropical 
beadies, Jagged limestone cliffs 
rising out of the sea, lush 
mangroves, giant sea turtles 
and coral gardens. 
The wild seascapes served as 
backdrops for a James Bond 
movie thriller, “The Man with 
the Golden Gun.” Tourist bro­ 
chures urge lovers of the un­ 
spoiled and the secluded to 
“see it now.. . ” 
Four hundred miles away lies 
Thailand’s Pattaya, a skyline of 
high-rise international hotels, a 
beach polluted by oil slicks, 
pony droppings and a colony of 
young hustlers preying on sun- 
starved European tourists. Pat­ 
taya is billed as Southeast 
Asia's “complete sea resort.” 
Some tourist officials and en­ 
vironmentalists view Pattaya 
as a classic example of un­ 
bridled tourist development and 
Phuket as a test case of wheth­ 
er even the world’s most far- 
flung paradises can be at least 
partially preserved from builds 
ers, travel agents and govern­ 
ments eager for tourist reve­ 
nue. 
There is talk about trying to 
go back to step one at Pattaya 
by putting in controls most 
agree should have been there 
when big private developers 
moved in less than 10 years ago 
.and found a quiet fishing vil­ 
lage and a single modern hotel 
on a lovely curve of the Gulf of 
Siam. 
As for Phuket, the govern­ 
ment’s Tourist Organization of 
Thailand (TOT) is trying to im­ 
plement a master plan. It calls 
for strict zoning to keep com­ 
mercial enterprises from en­ 
croaching on beach areas, for­ 
bidding hotels taller than coco­ 
nut palms, and other measures 
designed to lessen the impact 
of anticipated mass tourism on 
the environment. 
What makes Phuket an even 
sharper contest of beauty ver­ 
sus profit is that the 25-by-10- 
rnile island and its offshore 
areas form one of the richest 
tin deposits in the world, con­ 
tributing about 2 per cent to 
Thailand’s gross national prod­ 
uct. 
“The beaches in the southern 
part of the island are already 
Irrevocably degraded,” says 
environmental engineer Harvey 
Ludwig. “Even if the onshore 
tin mining stops today, it’s 
doubtful nature could restore 
them except over a period of 
many decades." 
On-shore miners punch out 
eyesore craters which are rare­ 
ly refilled and dump silt into 
streams that flow into the sea. 
Offshore, floating dredges suck 
up everything off the sea floor 
down to bedrock, then disgorge 
all but tin concentrates back 
into the water. 
An average-size dredge can 
eat up about 6,000 cubic yards 
of seabed a day, “completely 
destroying the existing marine 
ecology in the area,” according 
to Ludwig, an American expert 
who wrote an environmental re­ 
port on Phuket for the Thai 
government last year. 
A more subtle destruction, 
now under study, may come 
from the silt and mud wastes 
which settle on coral, a fragile 


organism which needs sunlight 
filtered through clear water to 
live. Coral reefs in the Phuket 
area, a major attraction for 
skin divers, are already threat­ 
ened by collectors, as well as 
by fishermen who use dynamite 
to increase their catch. 
Tourism in any real sense be­ 
gan here about five years ago. 
Growth has been slow largely 
because of the island’s distance 
from Bangkok — a good day’s 
drive —• and the small airport 
which can currently handle 
only small turbo jets. 
There are still just a few 
large hotels. Some beaches are 
dotted with bungalows or local 
houses that take in young trav­ 
elers for the equivalent of 50 
U.S. 
cents a 
night. 
Other 
beaches have no structures at 
all and can be reached only by 
dirt roads or paths. 
But the TOT estimates that 
by 1983 some 760,000 tourists 
will flock to the island, up from 
the 20,000 that came in 1975. 
The airport will be expanded to 
take in larger jets and hotel 
rooms will number about 8,000 
compared to the current 800.

The Seattle Seahawks, pick­ 
ing second, traded their selec­ 
tion to Dallas, as rumored, and 
the Cowboys took Heisman Tro­ 
phy winner Tony Dorsett, the 
most prolific ground-gainer in 
history, who led the University 
of Pittsburgh to the national 
championship. 
In return for giving up its 
first-round pick, Seattle re­ 
ceived 
Dallas’ 
first-round 
choice—No. 
14 overall—and 
three second-round selections, 
giving the Seahawks five picks 
in the first 54. 
Bell walked into the packed 
ballroom at the Hotel Rooeevelt 
seconds after his name was an­ 
nounced and strode to the mi­ 
crophone displaying a Tampa 
Bay jersey with a white No. 42, 
his uniform number in college.

PHUKET ISI^AND, Thailand 
(AP) — Here is perhaps Thai­ 
land's ultimate beauty spot: 
miles of barely touched tropical 
beaches, jagged limestone cliffs 
rising out of the sea, lush 
mangroves, giant sea turtles 
and coral gardens. 
The wild seascapes served as 
backdrops for a James Bond 
movie thriller, "The Man with 
the Golden Gun," Tourist bro­ 
chures urge lovers of the un­ 
spoiled and the secluded to 
"see it now.. 
Four hundred miles away lies 
Thailand's Pattaya, a skyline of 
high-rise international hotels, a 
beach polluted by oil slicks, 
pony droppings and a colony of 
young hustlers preying on sun- 
starved European tourists. Pat­ 
taya is billed as Southeast 
Asia's "complete sea resort." 
Some tourist officials and en­ 
vironmentalists view Pattaya 
as a classic example of un­ 
bridled tourist development and 
Phuket as a test case of wheth­ 
er even the world’s most far- 
flung paradises can be at least 
partially preserved from build­ 
ers, travel agents and govern­ 
ments eager for tourist reve­ 
nue. 
There is talk about trying to 
go back to step one at Pattaya 
by putting in controls most 
agree should have been there 
when big private developers 
moved in less than 10 years ago 
and found a quiet fishing vil­ 
lage and a single modern hotel 
on a lovely curve of the Gulf of 
Siam.

Translation: He's one of the 
people you can call when the 
government is doing something 
to you it shouldn’t, and he’ll try 
to get it to stop; or when the 
government is not doing some­ 
thing for you it should, he’ll try 
to get it to start. 
“ At the White House, there's 
only one of me, and there's a 
great number of people out 
there," he says, a sheaf of yel­ 
low slips in his fist, most of 
them requests to return tele­ 
phone calls. 
"But I’m helped by the fact 
that Midge Costanza (C arter's 
assistant in charge of public 
liaison) really is the first point 
of contact for groups like envi­ 
ronmentalists, small business­

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jim ­ 
my C arter’s Cabinet fights 
Not that public accounts of 
its "show and tell” meetings 
give the slightest hint. 
But m em bers of the Cabinet 
have what Cabinet Secretary 
Jack Watson calls "disputes and 
disagreem ents.’’ The President 
calls 
them 
“ quite 
heated 
discussions ” 
Both say it stops short of acr­ 
imony. 
But 
the 
occasional 
dish­ 
armony gives insight into how 
Jam es Earl C arter III has run 
his Cabinet during his first 100 
days as president of the United 
States. 
Interviews 
with 
adminis­ 
tration officials show: 
—Cabinet members have full 
freedom 
to disagree among 
themselves and with the Presi­ 
dent in the formulation of ad­ 
ministration policies and pro­ 
grams. 
—Cabinet 
members 
have 
more clout in the Carter admin­ 
istration than many of their 
predecessors in previous ad­ 
ministrations had 
—But 
the effectiveness of 
their departm ents is diminished 
by a number of vacancies in 
top jobs About 35 per cent of 
them remain unfilled 
—C arter's Cabinet, counted 
as fresh faces but including for­ 
mer government officials such 
as Cyrus R Vance and Joseph 
A. Califano Jr., holds at least 
one full-blown meeting a week 
Every 
Monday 
morning, 
members sit down with Carter 
in the Cabinet Room at the 
White House 
A White House 
spokesman sits in and gives re­ 
porters an account of the meet­ 
ing afterward. 
By those accounts, Cabinet 
members, one by one, tell each 
other and the President what 
their departm ents are doing at 
the moment Most are bland re­ 
citations. ranging from efforts 
to cut paperwork to vaccinating 
school children 
Exchanges 
among 
Cabinet 
members are rare, and lively 
debate on specific points of a 
Cabinet m em ber’s presentation 
is even rarer Not one report 
by the White House spokesman 
has ever mentioned a heated 
argument. 
But that's deceiving 
There are other meetings, 
some 
of 
them 
by

groups, and that's where much 
of the real work gets done The 
Monday Cabinet meetings are 
not usually decision meetings. 
Watson says 
Cabinet groups, whose ses 
sions are attended by members 
of the White House staff, are 
headed 
by 
specific

members, whom Watson calls 
“ lead persons" And here is 
where Cabinet members get 
some of their clout 
"The lead person on trans- 


portation 
is Brock Adams, 
says Watson. "On tax reform 
it’s Mike Blumenthal, and on 
welfare reform it’s Joe Cali­ 
fano.” Adams is secretary of 
transportation; Blumenthal is 
secretary of the Treasury; and 
Califano is secretary of health, 
education and welfare. 
Carter recently named P atri­ 
cia Harris, secretary of housing 
and urban development, as the 
"lead person” for a new Cabi­ 
net group to develop a strategy 
for dealing with urban and re­ 
gional 
problems. 
Blumenthal 
and Califano are members. 
" It’s fair to call the Monday 
meeting a ’show and tell,’ ’’ 
Watson says. "But it can be a 
very valuable ‘show and tell.’ It 
mitigates forces operating to 
separate people, throw people 
out into separate orbits with 
strong jurisdictional concerns 
Those forces are fed by lack of 
information and appreciation of 
what all the other people are 
doing.” 
Watson recalls two instances 
when Cabinet members were 
split on decisions On one issue, 
which he declined to identify. 
Watson says the split was three 
and three, with one member 
more or less undecided Carter 
made the final decision. On the 
other, discussion eliminated op­ 
tions. Watson says, and Carter 
approved the general concepts 
in the group's report 
"The decision-making process 
is 
generally 
very collabora­ 
tive," Watson says "But some­ 
times it’s not that easy, and 
there are disputes and dis­ 
agreements But I can report to 
my 
own 
knowledge 
it 
has 
worked without acrimony." 
Carter told a group of report­ 
ers after his April 15 news con­ 
ference: "At the Cabinet m eet­ 
ings. we have quite heated dis­ 
cussions 
And then, when we 
get down to the final stages, for 
instance, of evolving energy 
policy, we get the proposals 
routed to all of the Cabinet 
members, and they quite often 
disagree quite strongly in writ­

Cabinet members get addi­ 
tional clout from their domi­ 
nance over the White House

“When you talk about power 
and dominance, you are talk­ 
ing, I think, at least in govern­ 
ment terms, primarily about 
the ability to command," says 
Watson. "The capacity to de­ 
mand and direct an individual 
or a group of people toward a 
predetermined goal 
“The people who have that 
authority as direct delegates of 
the President, that is to say, as 
the persons chosen to express 
and extend the President’s own 
authority to and throughout the 
executive branch of govern­ 
ment, are his command leaders 
— the secretaries of the Cabi­ 
net and other major agency 
heads 
"They 
are 
not his White 
House staff." 
C arter’s 
Cabinet 
depart­ 
ments, however, are less effec­ 
tive than they might be be­ 
cause top jobs under the Cabi­ 
net and subcabinet levels are 
still vacant 
"We’re current for the most

Congress will debate a new 
minimum wage this spring, but 
this 
time 
there’s 
a 
twist. 
Organized labor, drained by the 
battle to raise the wage floor 
every few years, is pushing for a 
permanent solution indexing. 
This approach, proposed by 
John Dent, chairman of the 
House Labor Standards Sub- 
comittee, would replace the 
current $2.30 minimum with an 
index keyed to the average 
manufacturing wage. 
Chair­ 
man Dent wants the minimum 
set 
at 55 percent of 
that 
average wage 
—apout $2.85 
and hour 
this year—and 60 
percent in 1978, about $3.30. 
With 
such 
an index, 
the

would 
automatically be tied to the 
fortunes of industrial workers, 
eliminating 
the 
need for 
p e rio d ic 
C o n g re ssio n a l 
amendments. 
Since the Depression, liberals 
have favored higher minimum

have resisted. But this debate

sterile. 
W hatever

wage. Thus a substantial boost 
in the minimum would fall moat 
heavily on the low-wage states, 
and make them less of a lure to 
corporations in the North.

Congress Demonstrated its 
own inflationary expectations

automatically. As thought his 
weren’t enough. Congress gave 
itself an additional “cost-of- 
living” excalator which it didn’t 
have the temerity to accept this 
year. 
Its 
inflationary 
ex­ 
pectations are implicit also in 
the "cost-of-living” provision it 
attached to Social Security at 
the urging of the former Nixon 
administration. If Congress and 
the White House indicate by 
example that they think more 
inflation is in prospect, there’s 
no reason for the private sector 
to think otherwise. 
Thus, the wage and fringe 
benefits prescribed in prac­

LABOR’S HIGH PRICE 
Review & Outlook

George Meany was furious 
about the defeat of the common 
situs picketing bill in the House. 
His temper was improved not at 
all when the President proposed 
a 
watering 
down 
of 
the 
minimum wage bill now before 
Congress. 
Mr. Meany is no 
doubt wondering what labor is 
getting for all the money and 
effort 
it 
spent 
to 
elect 
Democrats last fall. 
But if labor feels it is being 
shortchanged, there is a simple 
reason why: 
It is asking too 
much. 
The minimum wage bill is the 
salient example. If Mr. Carter 
could operate in a political 
vacuum, simply following the 
advice of eminent economists on 
what would be best for the 
American econeomy, he would 
calll for elimination of the 
minimum wage. 
There are few serious studies 
of this law which do not show 
that 
it 
generated 
unem­ 
ployment, particularly among 
teen-agers. 
Teen-age unem­ 
ployment is regarded by Mr. 
Carter, quite accurately, as one 
of his 
foremost economic 
problems. 
But 
Mr. 
C arter 
is 
not 
operating in a political vacuum. 
He 
recognizes 
a 
debt 
to 
organized labor and is trying ot 
pay it. 
Thus, he is ignoring 
expert advice 
and proposing 
that the federal minimum wage 
be raised initially to $2.50 an 
hour from $2.30. 
And he has 
embraced a very dubious labor 
concept, in principle at last, by 
proposing that the minimum 
wage be indexed, so that it 
would climb automaticallly as 
wages rise generally 
Mr. 
Carter would set the minimum 
at 50 percent 
of the average 
straight time wage in industry. 
His 
Labor 
Secretary, 
Ray 
Marshall, figures it would then 
jump from the $2.50 level to $2.73 
on July 1 next year and $2.92 by 
July 1,1979. 
While some of us think than 
this is a very generous price for 
the American public to pay to 
make organized labor happy, 
labor doesn’t think it generous 
at all. It wants a $3 minimum to 
start and 60 percent indexing 
thereafter. 
Now it is up to 
Congresss to mediate between 
Mr. 
Carter’s bad minimum 
wage law and labor’s really 
rotten one. 
Labor’s arguments on behalf 
of the minimum wage have 
always been cloaded in the 
superficial 
logic 
that 
the 
minimum wage benefits the 
lowest paid workers in the eco 
emy. If you pass a law raising 
their wages, they will live better 
and the entire economy will 
benefit from their increased 
purchasing power. 
They will 
no longer earn less than what 
the government regards as a 
poverty level. 
But 
the 
real 
reason 
for 
labor's advocacy is somewhat 
different, as labor itself comes 
very close to admitting at times. 
The real reason is that it is hard 
for unions to bargain for sub­ 
stantial pay increases when it is 
possible for employers to get 
labor at substantially lower 
prices. If the minimum wage is 
allowed to lag behind the growth 
of 
the 
average 
wage 
in 
manufactruing it becomes a 
drag on union bargaining, the 
minimum wage is a protection 
not 
for low-paid unskilled 
workers but for organized labor. 
If labor can win the indexing 
provision, the protection will be 
that much stronger. 
But what about that low-paid 
worker? In a Brookings paper 
last year, Michigan economist 
Edward M. Gramlich concluded 
that: 
“As the minimum wage is 
increased beyond its historical 
range of 40 per cent to 50 per 
cent of the median wage, more 
and more workers confront the 
grab bag’ combination of a 
higher wage but a reduced 


probability of having a job. This 
uncertainty 
is 
not innately 
disturbing, but it magnifies 
many of the undesirable im­ 
plications 
of 
minimum 
wages....compliance difficulties 
will no doubt intensify: 
more 
workers will either lose their 
jobs or have to take part-time 
jobs; more of the benefits will go 
to high-income families, and the 
impact on factor costs and 
product 
prices 
will 
grow 
disproportionately. 
At some 
point these complications make 
it unwise to boost the minimum 
wage any more, and 
that 
point is likely to be not much 
above the present minimum.” 
When a public policy is at­ 
tacked with such devastating 
understatement 
by 
someone 
who does not oppose it in prin­ 
ciple, it should be in serious 
political trouble. It is clearly not 
in the general public interest to 
have a law on the books that will 
contribute towards the growth of 
those twin ogres, inflation and 
unemployment. 
The 
ap­ 
propriate policy for these times 
would be either to leave the 
minimum wage alone or, better 
yet form the point of view of 
unskilled workers, repeal it 
altogether. If not that, at least 
provide a lower minimum for 
teen-agers. 
Mr. Carter's proposal hardly 
does that. He has gone a long 
way to humor labor. Mr. Meany 
has nothing at all to be furious 
about but the rest of us do have.

Doctors have made a major step 
toward reducing the destruction 
of bone marrow, a primary side 
effect of chemical cancer 
therapy, by removing marrow 
before treatment, freezing it and 
later putting it bade, it was 
reported today.

Institute 
physicians say the procedure 
allows use of larger, more ef­ 
fective chemical doses, reduces 
side effects and appears to in­ 
crease chances of long-term 
survival. 
In a report given here at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Society of Clinical Investigation, 
doctors 
said 
the 
marrow 
freezing 
technique 
raises 
possibilities of using even higher 
chemical doses for more ef­ 
fective treatment 
Bone marrow cells normally 
die within a day with con­ 
ventional 
freezing 
or 
refrigeration. 
But the researchers say that 


by putting the marrow cells in 
special chemicals and storing 
them in liquid nitrogen vapor at 
minus 248 degrees Fahrenheit, 
cells have been kept undamaged 
up to 24 weeks. 
Most 
anticancer 
drugs 
damage delicate bone marrow 
as well as cancerous cells. Bone 
marrow produces blood cells, 
including white ones necessary 
to the body’s defense against 
disease and infection. 
High drug doses are most 
effective against cancer cells, 
but doctors hold back for fear of 
irreparably 
damaging 
bone 
marrow. 
NCI scientists began in 1974 
testing 
the 
feasibility 
of 
preserving bone marrow outside 
the body, using very high dose 
chemical therapy and putting 
the marrow back. If successful, 
preserved marrow cells would 
go bade into the bone and 
produce normal blood com­ 
ponents.

The good news is that the housing industry has entered a

The bad news is that a sm aller percentage of our 
population than ever before can afford to buy those new 
homes.

“They’re playing a kind of 
exciting thing against having to 
be quiet in order to enjoy it. 
That’s just about the opposite 
situation you can develop for a 
hyperactive child. When they 
learn to do that, they become 
accustomed to slowing down." 
The psychologist said more 
than 75 per cent of the 20 chil­ 
dren with whom he has used 
the biofeedback technique in 
the past year have shown sig­ 
nificant improvement in behav­ 
ior and grades. Some also have 
been taken off medication. 
Lubar and Dr. Leonard Mil­ 
ler, head of the Southeastern

How did the M issourian, rated by LOOK 
along w ith B illy G raham and O ral R ob­ 
erts as one of the m ost successful “saw ­ 
dust tra il” evangelists, get started in the 
program , w hich consistently overflows his 
2000 person tent. He explains: “As a 
child, I felt th a t God w anted m e to preach 
and to be used o f Him fo r healing. W hen 
I w as 18, I w as converted and began 
preaching the next night. 


“A lthough I had only a high school 
education, I began to preach to crow ds 
which overflowed every m eeting place and 
later I becam e a qualified m inister of The 
Assem bly of God church.

In 
B aton Rouge, our cam paign has been 
sponsored by the local Assem bly of God 
which had less th an 50 m em bers, while 
in N ew O rleans, the A ssem bly of God 
church w as sm aller.

How did the Missourian, rated by LOOK 
along with Billy Graham and Oral Rob­ 
erts as one of the most successful "saw­ 
dust trail” evangelists, get started in the 
program, which consistently overflows his 
2000 person tent. He explains: 
"As a 
child, I felt that God wanted mi* to preach 
and to be used of Him for healing. When 
I was 18, I was converted and began 
preaching the next night. 


"Although I had only a high school 
education, I began to preach to crowds 
which overflowed every meeting place and 
later I became a qualified minister of The 
Assembly of God church. 


“Three years ago, while serving as a 
pastor in Missouri, I fasted and prayed, 
and the Lord spoke and said that if I 
stayed humble, no disease could stand in 
His way through me. 


“Although I enjoyed my pastorate, and 
was doing well in it. I resigned and start­ 
ed to travel. We have purchased $60,000 
worth of 
equipment, 
including a tent 
which seats 2000 persons but is inade­ 
quate. 


"We go into a community on faith. In 
Baton Rouge, our campaign has been 
sponsored by the local Assembly of God 
which had less than 50 members, while 
in New Orleans, the Assembly of God 
church w as smaller. 


‘‘/n Baton Rouge more Hum 5000 per­ 
sons have responded to the invitation to 
come to the altar to accept Christ, and 
more than 5000 prayer requests have been 
answered. One night here 480 jtersons 
were saved ” 


The evangelist said that the statistics 
are determ ined by count of the local As­ 
sem bly of God m inister. the Rev. L. R. 
Logan, and cards com pleted by persons 
who indicate profession of faith or ask 
for prayer. 


The minister says that Christ promised 
His healing powers would be tendered to 


lus ministers, and quoted numerous chap­ 
ters of the New Testament to support his 
contention. 


Sickness, he says, is not God inflicted, 
but can be traced back to the original fall 
>1 Adam when man first had to start to 
work by the sweat of the brow. He elabo 
rated: 


"Persons who violate the law s of na 
tu e cannot expect to be healed but heal 
ing is available to those who accept Christ 
and His power to heal 
although it is not 
always immediate." 


Evangelist Jackson noted that the work 
is very exhausting and said that a min 
ister never really has any tim e off. al 
though the work is very rewarding spirit­ 
ually. He elaborated: 
"Money received supports the work . . . 
there is no such thing as a w ealthy min­ 
ister and in the same way w e own a 
modest five room home in Missouri, we 
live modestly in our travels.”

I passed 
them over without seeing the real truth 
in the Word. But my Lord knew my heart 
hunger, and in His long-suffering way, He 
led me to that which would satisfy my 
soul. 


I read the advertisement of the meeting 
to be conducted by Evangelist Gayle Jack­ 
son and I was interested to see just how 
the| healing ministry was conducted. My 


friends and I went there the first night 
just to see—not to criticize or ridicule. 


At that first service I not only saw 
miracles, but I heard a message that 
stirred my heart and filled my soul as 
nothing had dohe before. I knew that 
every word Brother Jackson spoke was 
true and I marveled at my own blindness 
all these past years. 


I never missed a service and before the 
meeting was half over, I wanted to be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit more than 
anything else in life. 


I fasted and prayed and knew that 
when Brother Jackson laid his hands on 
me I would receive the baptism. That 
night when he laid his hands on me there 
was no cataclysmic experience such as 
some others had had, and I didn’t burst 
forth in a torrent of speech as some 
others did, but there came an indescrib­ 
able warmth into my heart which brought 
tears to my eyes and such a feeling of 
adoration and praise to my Lord that I 
could never put into words. I began to 
speak, just a few words and phrases, but 
it was words which I had never used 
before. Again and again I raised my 
hands as this wonderful feeling came 
over me and I spoke just a few words, 
while tears filled my eyes. 


On the way home, doubt came into my 
heart and I began to wonder if, after all, 
I had received the baptism. I wondered 
if I had just thought up those words and 
was deceiving myself, for they came so 
slowly and there were so few. 
I didn’t 
want to deceive myself and miss the bless­ 
ing. I asked Him to make it real to me 
if I had received the baptism. 


As I talked to Him, there came such a 
stream of words from my lips that I 
could not stop and surely I didn’t want 
to stop them! There came also the tears, 
tears of rejoicing, and I knelt there in 
praise and adoration and I was sure be­ 
yond the shadow of a doubt that God had 
really baptized me with His Holy Spirit. 


I have been far happier in my church 
life this past year than I was in all the 
years I spent in a denomination which 
had forgotten God’s Word.
